Tho London Bxploelon Plot of 


1605. 


The infamous "Gunpowder Plot," 


with which the name of Guy Fawkea 
ia associated, will be at once sug- 
gested to every inind by the recent 
explosion in the city of London. The 
salient features of that event are as 
follows: "Upon the accession of 
James I., contrary to the expecta- 
tion of the Romanists the several 
penal laws of Elizabeth against 
those of that faith were again put 
into execution. The result was a 
plot hatched by Pkobert Catesby, and 
abetted by a number of other plot- 
ters and conspirators, to blow up 
with gunpowder the King, Lords 
and Commons assembled in Parlia- 
ment. Guy Fawkes, a soldier of 
fortune, though of gentle birth, was 
admitted to the plot, and, with the 
others, took an oath of secrecy and 
participated in the sacrament ad- 
ministered by a Jesuit priest. At 
first a house adjoining the Parlia- 
ment House was taken, and an un- 
derground passage partly completed. 
But this was subsequently relin- 
quished for a cellar directly under 
the House of Lords, which was en- 
gaged by Fawkes, who, being little 
known, passed for a servant. 


All waa prepared by May, 1605. 


The cella? was filled with barrels of 
powder, 
carefully concealed, and 


disposed in such a fashion as to ex- 
cite no suspicion. It was necessary 
to await the meeting of Parliament, 
#nicb was to take place November 5. 
ileanwhile a number of wealthy and 
influential persons had been admit- 
ted to the scheme, and had taken the 
oath. It was their not unnatural de- 
sire to warn and save their friends 
in the two houses, who were mem 
bers of the same faith. 
The day be 


fore the opening, Lord Monteagle, a 
prominent Boman Catholic Peer, re- 
ceived an anonymous and mysteri 
ons caution against attending the 
meeting. 
The matter waa laid be 


fore the King, and a search held at 
midnight of November 4 by a magis- 
trate revealed Fawkes just stepping 
out of the door. He did not conceal 
bis purpose, but, though put to the 
torture, refused to disclose the names 
of his confederates. 
A meeting of 


the conspirators was convened, and 
ID the hue and cry that followed all 
were either killed or taken. 
Those 


captured, eight in number, including 
Fawkes, 
were, after trial, drawn, 


hanged and quartered in January, 
1608. 


Fawkes is described by Jesuit ev- 


idence as a man "of great piety, of 
exemplary temperance, of mild and 
cheerful demeanor, an enemy of 
broils and disputes and a faithful 
friend." 
November 5, set apart as a 


day of thanksgiving, has been mark- 
ed by ceremonies recalling in one 
way or another the happy escape, 
which is also commemorated in the 
familiar jingle.

found three horses with bad oases of 
glanders, and be ordered them destroyed; 
also a part of the barn. Be directed that 
all of the harness be disinfected and that 
the farm remain in a state ot quarantine 
for sixty days. At this farm three other 
horses belonging ito Lindley and two be- 
longing to Mr. Fosey who resides in Ma- 
con were isolated. 


At Maoon one of Charles Cazalet's 


horses was ordered killed; and two others 
isolated. 


Dr. Paaren had some difficulty with 


Lindley, who didn't believe his horses 
had the glanders, and he objected vigor- 
ously to the order that his farm be idle 
for sixty days; bnt the judgment of the 
state veterinarian in euoh cases is law, 
and for every violation the penalty is $60 
to $500. 


To-day Dr. Paaren visited the farms ot 


Mnirhead and Damery, near Boody, to 
look at sick horses at those places. He 
will do everything in bis power to stamp 
out the disease which it not speedily 
checked will become very troublesome in 
the Ronnty. The disease is incurable.

Tnat Organ at Lovtacton Still Trouble- 


some—How will It Bnd? 


The RtprjBiiOAN reporter has seen sev- 


eral parties from Lovington this week 
who have been questioned about the 
racket in that town on the Midland over 
the ohuroh organ, but none of the visit- 
ors felt Eke telling the story because they, 
don't want to get mixed up in the quarrel. 
Bnt a|oorrespondent comes to the front 
with the details and here they are: 


The young1 people of the M. B Church of 


Lovlnglon are indulging in a "singing skule." 
People, however, are not all alike, and mem- 
bora of the Christian denomination do not like 
too much music in church; at least they don't 
take kindly to musical instruments, that is to 
say, they don't believe in praising God with an 
organ, nor with a harp—they are willing to 
make a loud nolae, however. The question, 
whether they should have an organ in church 
or not, has been a seridus one for months, and 
has tried the religion of not a few to an alarm- 
ing degree. An 'organ was finally placed in 
the church, and there has been music among 
the members ever since. Last Saturday even- 
tag tho Rev. H. M. Minor and F. L. Ho ate tier 
were discussing tho question in the tatter's 
place of business In rather a passionate way, 
when Hosteller insinuated that Miner had pre- 
varicated, or to be plain about It, had lied. 
Miner, with pugilistic proclivities, pummelled 
away at the pill man, with practical piety. EU- 
der Porter maintained the same religions be- 
lief in regard to the organ business that Hos- 
teller did, and so determined that the matter 
should b.e settled the next day in ohuroh. Mow 
it so happened that the Bev. J. B Southerland, 
who Is the pastor in charge, wtis at his post 
yesterday, and after preaching a nne sermon 
ia which no allusion was made to the late un- 
pleasantness, dismissed the congregation, evi- 
dently hoping to evade any controversy ontfie 
Lord's day after sacramental services. This 
was not to be, and when the reverend gentle- 
men had dismissed the people, Elder Porter 
said, the congregation would remain: the 
preacher said the congregation was dismissed, 
and Invited them to go home. Elder Porter 
said he was the oluest Blder in tho church, and 
as this was the Lord's business, it mast be set- 
tled now, whereupon a good sister remarked 
that she did not think the Lord bad anything 
to do with it. Bev. Southerland was trying to 
dismiss his congregation, when the good Elder 
hopped over the seat and walked into the pul- 
uttVnot to feed his flock as he had done before. 
but to persuade the preacher with clenched 
flats that hit order was peremptory. The Bl- 
der's daughter was next on the boards, and 
wrapping her arms- about her father's neck, 
plead wlih him to desist. This only seemed to 
enrage him the more. It was a sort of double 
play with two Marks' and two Topsy's and an 
unlimited number of asses. Blder Clare was 
the next actor, and no more than entered 
upon his part when the sister appeared upon 
the soeaa. It now became a serious question 
to the spectator wnotner the play was to be a 
comedy or trag-edy.

By this time City Mar- 
shal Dawson appeared on the scene and put a 
quietus on tho affair. The wrangle oontiuued 
in R more rjulet way for an hour longer. At 
the evening service the house was crowded 
with spec'ators, who had come expecting a 
'•feast aod flow of eoul." but were much dis- 
appointed. Everything was quiet, and no an- 
nouncement was made for a future perform- 
ance.
